In 1989, the Newark Coalition for Low Income Housing sued the Newark 
Redevelopment and Housing Authority (NHA) and the Secretary of Housing and 
Urban Di p (HUD) in ion with the planned of 
certain public housing buildings. The parties entered into a consent decree, 
pursuant to which NHA agreed to construct new “replacement units.” The 
controversy here involves forty-two town houses located at Mount Pleasant 
Estates. NHA is in the process of selling these units to low income individuals 
under a HUD approved Home Ownership Program (42 U.S.C. § 14372-4). The 
district court ruled that this sale di: the as “ 

units” under the agreement, and obligated NHA to build forty-two additional units. 
HUD appeals. 


The issue on appeal is whether property sold by NHA under a HUD approved 
Home Ownership Program counts towards NHA’s obligation to build 
“replacement units” under the consent decree.
